PLEADS FOR COURT'S MERCY. 


Arrest Follows Birth of Forty-third 
* Child, Born to Fifth Wife.

Sak Lake City, Utah, Nov. 28.—Joseph F. 


| Smith, president of the Mormon church, this 


afternoon appeared in the District court be- 
fore Judge Ritchie, pleaded guilty toa charge 
of unlawful cohabitation, and a fine of §300 
was imposed. 

Judge Ritchie imposed the maximum fine, 
but omitted the jail sentence of from one day 
to six months, which he might have imposed 
under the Utah statute. 

The charge under which the Mormon 
prophet was arrested and fined was based on 
the recent birth of ident Smith’s forty- 
third child, born to his fifth wife. 


Church Head Makes Plea. 

President Smith addressed the court. He 
stated that hf last marriage wae in 1804. All 
s marriages, he said, were entered into with 
the sanction of his church, and, as they be- 
lieved, with the approval of the Lord. Ac- 
cording to his faith and the law of the church, 
they were eternal in duration. He continued: 

“In the tacit general understanding that 
was had in 1890 and the years subsequent 
thereto, regarding what were classed as the 
old cases of cohabitation, I have appreciated 
the magnanimity of the American people in 
not enforcing a policy that in their minds was 
unnecessarily harsh, but which assigned the 
settlement of this difficult problem to the 
onward progress of time. . 

Since the year 1800 a large percentage of 
until now the number within the jurisdiction 
of this court is smell, and marriages in vio- 
lation of the law have been and are now pro- 
hibited. In view of this situation, which has 
fixed with certeinty a result that cannot be 
easily measured up, the family relations in 
the old cases of that time have been generally 
left undisturbed. 


Placed in Trying Role. 

“So far as. my Own case is concerned, I, 
like others who had entered into solemn re- 
ligious obligations, sought to the best of my 
ability to cpmply with all the requirements 


I have felt secure in the 
protection of that magnanimous sentiment 
which was extended as an olive branch in 
1890 and subsequent years to those old cases 
of plural family relationships which came 
within its purview, as did mine. 

“ When I accepted the manifesto issued by 
President Wilford Woodruff I did not un- 
derstand that I would be expected to aban- 
don and discard my wives. Knowing the 
sacred covenants and obligations which I 
had assumed by reason of these marriages, 
I have tried conscientiously to discharge the 
responsibilities attending them without be- 
the offensive to any one. I never have 
flaunted my family relations before the pub- 
lic, nor have I felt a spirit of defiance against

PAPERS ADVERTISE RIVAIS. 


Tradesmen Fill Shop Windows with 
**Ads’’ of. Makers Not in Pool.

LONDON, Nov. 23.—A spontaneous com- 
bination of newspapers, tradesmen, and con- 
sumers has killed the British soap trust, 
which was launched on Oct. 5 with a capital 
of $60,000,000. Ever since then unrelenting 
war has been waged against the soapmak- 
ers in the combine. 

A section of the London and provincial 
press gave its most prominent columns to 
pillorying the methods of the manufactur- 
ers and urging a boycott. They drew lessons 
from American trusts and gratuitously ad- 
vertised makers outside of the trust. 

Retailers filled their shop windows with 
advertisements of nontrust soaps and anti- 

cartoons, 

The sales of trust soaps, although they 
included some of the best and most popular, 
Gropped alarmingly, specially when a lead- 
ing firm announced its intention to give only 
fifteen ounces for the sum that before pur- 
chased a pound. 

The result of the brief but sharp fight, has 
been the compulsory surrender of the mak- 
ers, who met at Liverpool today and decided 
to dissolve their combination. They issued 
the following announcement: 

“The working arrangement entered into 
between leading soapmakers of the united

disfavor by trade and public as to make it 
unworkable, it has been decided to terminate 
the arrangement from Nov. 23.” 

It adds that each firm henceforth will con- 
duct its own business entirely separately.

Man Shot as He Slept. 

The man, clad in his night robe and with 
the bed clothing undisturbed and pulled up 
to his neck, from all appearances had been 
shot in the left side of his head while asleep. 
The body of Mrs. Delaney was lying on the 
floor; several feet away, and from its posi- 
tion it was thought she had killed herself 
while on her knees. The revolver was lying 
under her arm. She had shot herself in the 
mouth, the bullet taking an upward course 
and penetrating her brain. Her right eye 
was blackened, as if she had been struck a 
severe blow. 

Another bullet had plowed its way through 
one of the pillows, Mrs. Delaney apparently 
fired it with a view: of making her husband's 
death doubly sure. 

On one of the woman's fingers was a wed- 
ding ring, inscribed Jim to Bessie, June 1. 
1899, the date of their marriage. Delaney 
was 83 years old and his wife was 29, and an 
excetdingly pretty woman. 

Cyrus Wood, an attorney, whose wife con- 
ducts the rooming house, told the police that 
‘Mrs. Delaney had engaged the room there 
two monthe ago. Her husband joined her 
six weeks ago. He said that as far as he 
knew they never hed quarreled. 


Nothing in Room to Show Motive. 

There was nothing in the room to indicate 
a motive for the tragedy. A letter dated 
Nov. 2, from Mr. Delaney, then in New York, 
was written in affectionate language and ex- 
pressed regret mat Mrs. Delaney was not in 
New York. 

The two women ine police were looking fqr 
last night have been seer with Mrs. Delaney 
nearly every dey for several weeks. One is 
described as brunette, short and vivacious, 
and usually wearing a blue tailor made 
dregs. The other was about the height of 
Mre. Delaney and wore a dark brown checked 
guit. They were generally joined by three 
men and were always leaving for some 
place, talking and laughing. 

A woman answering the description of the 
brunette left the roomimg house late in the 
afternoon carrying a suit cage and said she 
was about to lea ve town. She answered ques- 
tiong concerning Mrs. Delaney evasively. 

A. BE. Graser, secretary of the American 
Shipping company, which has offices at 216 | 
Clark street, said that he wae able to throw 
no light on the affair, but left the impression 
that he could tell a great deal more if he 
chose. Joseph L. McNab, an attorney, who 
had know Mr. Delaney well for several.years, 
said that he could not explain the murder and 
suicide and supposed that the couple always 
lived happily. 


Mrs. Delaney Married Before. 

Mr. Delaney, who was @ native of Buffalo, 
N. X., procured in Chicago in May, 1899, a 
license to marry Elizabeth B. Goodman. He 
was then 27 years old and Mrs. Goodman was 
22. The name Miss Goodman was first giveh 
on the license, but was changed afterwards 
to Mrs. Goodman, indicating that Mrs. De- 
laney had been married before.

DEATH OF A CHNTENARIAN 


JOHN HEMSTREET, ‘AGED 101, EXx- 
PIRES IN AN INSTITUTION. 
Constant User of Tobacco for Nearly 
Ninety Years Is Said to Have Be- 
elared It Prolonged His Life—Mrs. 
Sarah B. Wetherell, Whose . Hus- 
band Was First Large Retail Dealer 
in Millinery. in Chicago, Also 

Breathes Her Last. 


Two persons of advanced age died at the 
Chicago Home for Incurables yesterday. 


One of them was John Hemstreet, who was 


101 years old last January and therefore was 
among the oldest men in the country and 
probably in the world. 

The other was 8. Sarah B. Wetherell, 
79 years old, who formerly was among Chi- 
cago’s most prominent church workers and 
whose husband, W. H. Wetherell, was one 
of. Chicago's leading business men in the 
early days of the city and the possessor of 
considerable wealth. 

By her death Mr. Wetherell, who has 
rounded cut 88 years of life, is left @ lonely 
oid man at the institution where they*have 
been cared for during nearly two years. The 
couple never had any children, but a nephew, 
C. C. Wetherell, 300 Winthrop avenue, who 
eld couple 
im the home, has cheered them by his fre- 
quent visits. 


Centenarian. Born in N. . 


Mr. Hemstreet was bora Rome., N. T., 
Jan. 12. His parents were well to do 
farmers of Dutch and French ancestry. He 
was 2 years old when Robert Fulton’ssteam- 
boat made its first.trip up the Hudson river. 
and he attended school when the United 
States, then a struggling young republic, de- 
clared war against England in 1812. 

His parents to Watertown, N. Y., 
where he grew to manheod and learned the 
tallor's trade, which he followed for many 
years. In 1858 he came to Illinois, settling 
at Mendota. He established himself as a 
merchant tailor and lived there until he re- 
tired in 1896. His body will be shipped to 
Mendota today for burial. 

Mr. Hemstreet was married three times 
and was thrice a widower. He had seven 
children, four of whom are living. One of 
his daughters is Mrs. Helen M. Bristol 76 
years old, who lives with her daughter, Mrs: 
J. B. Decker of Wilmette. One of his sons 
is Johp Hemstreet of Chicago. The Rev. 
Frank Bristol of Washington, D. C., is a 
nephew of Mrs. Bristol. 

After he retired from business Mr. Hem- 
street made his home with Mrs. Bristol at 
Quincy, II., where he lived until 1902, when 
he went td Macomb, III., to live with anether 
daughter, Mra. L. A. Digby: Since. July, 1904, 
he had lived at the home for incurables. 


Ancestor of Four Generations. 


Mr. Hemstreet had seventeen grandchil- 
dren, thirteen of whom are living, fifteen 
great grandchildren, and two great great 
grandchildren. 

He married his first wife in 1827 and the 
second in 1843. He always took a keen in- 
terest in public affairs and he voted at every 
presidential election since John Quincy 
Adams was elected president of the United 
States. 

He was an inveterate user of tobacco, hav- 
ing smoked and chewed night and day for 
eighty-seven years.

WILL ABROGATE POSTAL PLAN. 


United States and Canada to End Con- 
vention as to Second Class Matter 
Owing to Friction. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—As the result 
of friction over publishers’ privileges im the 
two countries, the Canadian government has 
notified this government that the postal con- 
vention bétween the two countries will be 
abrogated on May 7 next. The notice is ac- 
companied by a statement that it is only 
in so far as it relates to second class matter 
that this action is desired to extend and that 
if by legislation or departmental! action new 
regulations are framed for the guidance of 
the United States postoffice department re- 
garding second class matter, Canada will be 
prepared to enter upon negotiations. 
Canada has given notice from time to time 
of the exclusion from its mails of various 
periodicals published in the United States 
except at higher ratee of postage, while the 
United States has taken such action in only 
one or two cases.

Clark and Wells Inclined Planes

Passengers on street cars of the Union 
Traction company face death every day as 
they approach several of the bridges where 
the trolley cars descend steep approaches. 


An open draw, a careless motorman, brakes 


that refuse to work, and some day a street 
car will plunge into the river to the certain 
‘death of every one of its passengers 


The bridges where this danger is present 


whenever the bridge is swung to permit the 
passage of a vessel are Clark street, Wells 
street, Lake street, Madison street, Adams 
street, Twelfth street, and Eighteenth street. 

At two or three of these bridges there are 


watchmen, but no guard ever has been found’ 


who did not become careless and.no motor- 
man exists who some time or other will not 
utterly disregard the warning signals if he 
has received them. This has been forcibly 
demonstrated twice recently at the Wells 
street bridge. 


Car Almost Into the River. 

“The car that I rode on recently nearly 

into the river,” said Henry J, Weber of 

South Clinton: street and connected with 
the Western Electric company in a letter to 
Tun Tristye. “It was 9 p. m. and Iwas 
riding in a Southport avenue car from Adams 
street north.

At the west approachgof the Madison street 
bridge a railroad viaduct, as at Clark street. 
has raised the grade of the street several 
feet, but the fall is for à shorter distance 
and much more abrupt. A watchman has 
been stationed by the Union Traction ¢om- 
pany. since this bridge has been used for 
trolley cars. He was doing some carpenter 
work yesterday at his sentry box on the 
south side of the street. At the west ap- 
proach of the Adams street bridge conditions 
are similar, but the approach is less abrupt. 

The conditions at the west approaches of 
Lake street, Twelfth street and Eighteenth 
street, where there are no guards, are equal- 
ly dangerous. There are “jackknife” bridges 
at State street, Randolph street, Van Buren 
street, and Harrison street, but even these 
structures afford no guarantee of safety 
to the passengers. Two weeks ago a Blue 
Island avenue street car ran into an ele- 
vated basculé bridge at Harrison street, and 
the two forward trucks went into the pit.

Not only” 
railroad officials but well informed ship- 
pers assert that if each road were kept in 
ignerance of the intentions of its compet- 
itore a chaotic rate situation would ensue 
which would cause trouble and loss to 
roads, shippers, and public. 

The traffic organizations should be per- 
mitted to continue to exist if they can be 
deprived of their present power for harm. 
The legislation which it is said President 
Roosevelt will recommend to congress 
s the best adapted of any that has been 
suggested to accomplish this object. A re- 
quirement that al] rates made through the 
associations must be confirmed by the in- 
terstate commerce commission would give 
the commission effective supervision over 
them. Most rate changes are of little im- 
portance, and would doubtless be vali- 


dated by the commission without delay. 


At the same time it wanld be armed with 
power t prevent raises and readjustments 
dy reclassification and in other Ways by 
combined action of the roads unless the 
changes could be shown to be justified -by 
conditions. The exercise by the commis- 
sion of this power need not interfere with 
the ordinary work of the associations. 

That the government ought to take some 
action in reference to the associations is 
evident. It has entered upon a policy of 
strict railway regulation. Through the 
traffic organizations the roads tratsact 
much of their most important business. 
Yet the existence and work of the associa: 
tions are nowhere recognized by the inter- 
state conimerce law, and because of their 
dubious standing with reference to the 
anti-trust law the interstate commerce 
commission hesitates to have anything to 
do with them. This is an anomalous situ- 
ation, and one of which congress or the 
courts cannot long refrain from taking

Lord Rot hes has just 8 elected, wy the 
peers of Scotland, assembled for the purpose, 
in the palace of Holyrood at Edinburgh, un- 
der the presidency of the duke of Montrose, 
to succeed the late Darl Leven and Melville 
as one of the sixteen representatives of the 
Scottish peerage in the house of lords at 
Westminster. These eléctions take place on 
the occasion of every general parliamentary 
election, or else when the death of one of the 
re ntative peers renders necessary . 
filling of the vacancy caused by his demise. 
Inasmuch as the majority of the Scottish 
peers are unionists, they invariably elect one 
of their own political creed as representative 
at Westminster, and the consequence is that 
whenever the liberal party wishés to get 
of fig Sobteh peers into the house of lords itis.

Lord Rothes, wha ie the riinetecnth earh of 
his Une, possesses, among a number of other 
queer hereditary prerogatives, the strange 
right of pulling off the sovereign's boots on 
the return of their majesties to their apart- 
ments on the conclusion of any state function 
or ceremony, in Scotland, and is therefore 
sometimes styled the grand boot jack to the 
Scottish crown.” He ts good looking, fact 
which many people are ed to ascribe to 
the circumstance that, like the equally well 
favored marquis df Exeter, he has a strain of 
pegsant blood in his veins. His great-grand- 
fathér was a Devonshire peasant, George 
Gwyther by name, 2 by the day in 
the garden’ of the earl of Rothes of his day. 
Although he could neither read nor write at 
the time, Lady Henrietta Leske, the eldest 
of the earl's three daughters, fell in love wiw 
him at the age of 16, and contracted a secret 
marriage, which was not revealed until she, 
succeeded to her father’s carldom und hon- 
ors.

—Your 8 correspondent a few days 
ago fell into an error quite prevalent among 
ali.classes of our people—that.is, in claiming 
that ex-soldiers are favored by the govern- 
ment in appointmente to and retention in 
office. Under civil service law, only those 
who were discharged for wounds or dis- 
ability are favored. If a man is wounded 
or otherwise disabled in the service, and, 
after being restored, returns from the hos- 
pital to duty in the service, he takes his 
place with others who have seen no service 
in the army. As a matter of fact, in some 
cases it is a positive detriment to have been 
a soldier, for this reason: In competitive 
examinations the physical qualities of a 
man are considered and the pdints scored 
entered in the general average, so that a 
man who ved, as I did, over three years 
in the army Uuring the civil war, and whose 
physique became impaired by either wounds 
received or disease contracted by exposures, 
finds his average at examination reduced in 
proportion to this physical impairment. While 
the government, in the matter of soldiers’ 
homes and pensions, has been most generous, 
it is unfortunately absolutely against us in 
the matter specified, the popular belief to the 
contrary notwithstanding: President Roose- 
velt's first executive order tried to remedy 
this trouble, but he could not modify con- 
gressional law.
